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Biting report 
claims Redford 
abused power 


‘Aura of power.’ Auditor 
general says former 
premier used public 
money inappropriately 


Alberta’s auditor general says 
former premier Alison Redford 
and her staff used the power of 
the province’s top political of¬ 
fice to break expense rules and 
inappropriately use taxpayer 
money, in some cases for per¬ 
sonal gain. 

In a biting report the Al¬ 
berta government has for¬ 
warded to the RCMP, Merwan 
Saher found that Redford’s of¬ 
fice consistently failed to dem¬ 
onstrate that travel expenses 
were necessary and a reason¬ 
able and appropriate use of 
public funds. 

He took particular issue 
with the way Redford used the 
province’s fleet of planes to 


ferry her, and in many cases 
her daughter, to events that 
included Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party fundraisers and per¬ 
sonal trips. 

“Overall, the expense prac¬ 
tices and use of public assets by 
premier Redford and her office 
have fallen short of publicly 
stated goals,” Saher wrote in 
his review of Redford’s travel 
expenses released Thursday. 

“How could this happen? 
The answer is the aura of power 
around premier Redford and 
her office and the perception 
that the influence of the office 
should not be questioned.” 

Redford also used govern¬ 
ment planes to attend Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Party of 
Alberta functions, the auditor 
said, sometimes scheduling 
government-related activities 
for the same times. 

On two occasions, she used 
the planes for trips that Saher 
found were more personal 


than business-related — a 
family funeral in Vancouver 
and a weekend in Jasper. Her 
daughter travelled on both oc¬ 
casions, as well as on 48 other 
flights, a few times with friends 
and a couple of times without 
her mother. 

“We conclude that premier 
Redford obtained a personal 
benefit by having her daughter 
accompany her on government 
aircraft,” Saher wrote. 

The Wildrose called for the 
resignation of Finance Minister 
Doug Homer, whose depart¬ 
ment is responsible for provin¬ 
cial planes. 

Saher also delved into the 
premier’s trade mission to 
India and Switzerland earlier 
this year that the government 
previously said cost $131,000. 
Adding other fees, such as ad¬ 
vance planning, security and 
travel for other staff, Saher 
found the trip actually cost 
$450,000. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Edmonton police have ar¬ 
rested a man they believe 
was behind a string of vio¬ 
lent crimes that included 
using taxis as getaway cars. 

Police first responded to 
an assault call last Friday at 
1:32 p.m. near 118 Avenue 
and 60 Street. 

According to reports, a 
man entered a home in the 
area and stabbed a 23-year- 
old man, before running 
off with his wallet. 

On Saturday, EPS 
received another robbeiy 
call at an ATM machine 
near Groat Road and 
111 Avenue. Police say a 
74-year-old man was using 
a bank machine when he 
was assaulted and robbed. 

Witnesses told police 
the assailant jumped into 
a waiting taxi and left the 
scene after the attack. 

Shortly after the first 
Saturday attack, police 
received a call at 12:21 
p.m. about a commercial 
robbeiy near 131 Avenue 
and 66 Street. 

Reports said a man

People in an Edmonton com¬ 
munity are hoping they can 
reshape their neighbourhood 
as the city reshapes the streets. 

Residents in the Queen 
Alexandra neighbourhood have 
come together to form the QA 
Crossroads group, which aims 
to help change 76 Avenue and 
106 Street, the major streets in 
the area. 

Group member Julie Kusielc 
said with the city set to embark 
on neighbourhood renewal 
over the next few years, it 
makes sense to look at whether 
there isn’t a better way to use 
them. 

“The roads are being dug 
up, so when they are being 
put back together, let’s put 
them back together in a config¬ 
uration that makes sense,” she 
said. 

Kusielc said the community 
wants to see work around the 
intersection so it stands out 
more and drivers become more 
inclined to stop. They also want 
to see high-quality bike lanes 
through the area. 

She said right now the two 
streets really divide the neigh¬

bourhood and prevent the com¬ 
munity from building. 

“It really detracts from the 
ability for neighbours to get 
to know each other. You can’t 
have a conversation, because 
neighbours can’t hear each 
other,” she said. 

City spokesperson Kelly Fitz- 
Gibbon said as the city tries to 
engage more in public consul¬ 
tation, more communities are 
responding like Queen Alexan¬ 
dra. 


“We’re seeing more and 
more of that, especially with 
the city moving forward and 
making a commitment to pub¬ 
lic engagement,” she said. 

FitzGibbon said in this case 
eveiything the community 
wants might not fall within 
the scope of a neighbourhood 
renewal project, but the city is 
looking at what it can do. 

“We have brought in some 
of those other departments to 
talk about those issues, as well.”

Police seeing more 
speeding this year 

Edmonton police Chief 
Rod Knecht says extreme 
speeding has significantly 
increased from 2013 to 
2014. 

While police saw a 
spike last May and June 
for excessive speeding, 
Knecht said this year 
three to four tickets are 
being handed out eveiy 
day for people driving 
more then 50 km/h over 
the posted speed limit. 

Knecht identified one 
frustrating case at the 
end of July in which a 
motorcycle rider was re¬ 
corded on three different 
days, driving upward of 
100 km/h over the speed 
limit on Anthony Henday 
Drive. 

In another case, sus¬ 
pects were arrested and 
criminally charged with 
dangerous driving after a 
2011 Mercedes C63 AMG 
and 2010 BMW M5 were 
caught street racing at 
speeds close to 160 km/h 
in a 60 km/h zone. 

Police have reported 
a number of excuses for 
extreme speeding, includ¬ 
ing being late for work 
and wanting to show off a 
newly purchased vehicle. 
One man admitted he was 
“surprised” the police had 
caught him. 

Under previous legisla¬ 
tion, EPS officers were 
able to seize vehicles 
when the driver was 
racing upward of 50 
km/h over the posted 
speed limit. But when the 
Highway Traffic Act was 
replaced by the Traffic 
Safety Act, police lost that 
authority. 

Knecht said he credits 
the excessive speeds to 
the long winter months in 
Alberta and a warm sum¬ 
mer.

Chief: Research first step 
in crackdown on speeding

It’s been almost two years 
since Edmonton police Chief 
Rod Knecht first started ad¬ 
vocating for new laws to deal 
with extreme speeders, and 
so far little has been done to 
deter folks from putting the 
pedal to the metal. 

But Knecht is hoping new 
research the police force has 
commissioned will help push 
the government into action. 

Set to start at the end of 
the month, researchers from 
the University of Alberta will 
take a comprehensive look at 
extreme speeders — people 
driving upwards of 50 km/h 
over the posted speed limit 

— and the impact new laws 
could have on public safety. 

Knecht said this is the first 
step in changing the law. 

“We’re seeing an extreme 
rise in this, especially this 
year,” said Knecht. “This year, 
(there’s) a real increase in vol¬ 
ume and speed.” 

Knecht said Albertan driv¬ 
ers have few deterrents to 
slow them down on road¬ 
ways, while other provinces 

— including Ontario, British 
Columbia and Quebec — have 
established laws to penal¬ 
ize extreme speeders by sus¬ 
pending driver’s licences and

seizing vehicles.

laws would not target people 
who occasionally speed. 

“I think from a policing 
perspective there is that frus¬ 


tration that you caught that 
guy a week ago or a month 
ago, and there he is in the 
same car with the same driv¬ 
ing habit at extreme speeds 
endangering the province.” 

Over the past seven years, 
speed has factored into 39.4 
per cent of all fatal collisions; 
it has factored in 21.4 per 
cent of fatal collisions so far 
in 2014. 

Urban traffic safety Prof. 
Dr. Karim El-Basyouny said 
the study will consider the 
impact legislation for ex¬ 


treme speeders has had on 
the fatality rates in other 
jurisdictions. 

“The literature suggests 
that such legislation and (its) 
enforcement has had positive 
effects in improving safety,” 
he wrote in an email to Metro. 

Slated to be complete by 
the first half of 2015, the 
study will be deliv¬ 
ered to the province 
for consideration.

It should have been more cha¬ 
otic: cars, buses, taxis, cyclists, 
skateboarders and baby stroll¬ 
ers all traversing the same road 
at the same time. 

Had I waited for the traffic 
light to turn I would’ve never 
crossed Mariahilferstrasse 
(think Vienna’s Whyte Av¬ 
enue). The lights were disabled 
and would be dismantled soon. 

Mariahilferstrasse is starting 
to resemble what most roads 
were a centuiy ago: shared 
spaces. The city wanted to 
pedestrianize Vienna’s oldest 
and longest shopping street, 
but the idea was hotly con¬ 
tested. Only a portion is totally 
without cars; the rest is a safe, 
slow-moving free-for-all. The 
speed limit is 20 kilometres. 

“I grew up in the area,” says 
Patrik-Paul Volf, spokesperson 
for the vice mayor responsible 
for urban planning. 

“I remember the first day 
after changing the rules ... 
Walking through the street,

The prospect of a humanitarian 
catastrophe could soon pull the 
United States one step deeper 
into Iraq, several years after its 
troops exited a long and painful 
war there. 

President Barack Obama 
announced Thursday night he 
had authorized the U.S. militaiy 
to launch targeted airstrikes if 
needed to protect Americans 
from Islamic militants in north¬ 
ern Iraq. 

He also said the U.S. militaiy 
had carried out airdrops of hu¬ 
manitarian aid to Iraqi religious 
minorities trapped by the al- 
Qaida splinter group known as 


the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL). 

The food and water supplies 
were delivered to tens of thou¬ 
sands of Yazidis trapped on a 
mountain. The Yazidis, who 
follow an ancient religion with 
ties to Zoroastrianism, fled 
their homes after ISIL issued an 
ultimatum to convert to Islam, 
pay a religious fine, flee their 
homes or face death. 

Obama, who has staked 
much of his legacy as president 
on ending the Iraq war, ac¬ 
knowledged that the prospect 
of a new round of U.S. militaiy 
action would be a cause for con¬ 
cern. He vowed anew not to put 
American combat troops back 
on the ground in Iraq and said 
there was no U.S. militaiy solu¬ 
tion to the crisis. 

“As commander in chief, I 
will not allow the United States 
to be drawn into fighting an¬ 
other war in Iraq,” Obama said. 

The Canadian government 
also condemned ISIL’s behav¬ 


iour, which it described as “re¬ 
pugnant.” 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said “despicable 
acts of violence” had displaced 
more than 200,000 people in 
the past week and were driven 
purely by hate and intolerance. 

A sense of urgency was con¬ 
veyed in a heart-rending scene 
in the Iraqi parliament this 
week. 

The only lawmaker repre¬ 
senting that minority, MP Vian 
Dakhil, broke down in tears as 
she described how 70 children 
had died during the siege, while 
hundreds of men had been exe¬ 
cuted and a number of women 
killed or sold into slaveiy. 

“We are being slaughtered. 
We are being exterminated. An 
entire religion is being wiped 
from the face of the Earth,” she 
said, speaking through tears. 
“Brothers, I appeal to you in the 
name of humanity to save us.”

Remains of 
Jonestown 
victims found 

The cremated remains 
of nine victims of a 1978 
mass cult suicide-murder 
in Jonestown, Guyana, 
have turned up in a former 
funeral home in Delaware, 
officials said Thursday. 

On Nov. 18,1978, 
gunmen from the Peoples 
Temple cult ambushed and 
killed U.S. Rep. Leo Ryan of 
California, three newsmen 
and a defector from the 
group. Cult leader Jim Jones 
orchestrated a ritual of 
mass murder and suicide at 
a nearby agricultural com¬ 
mune, ordering followers to 
drink cyanide-laced punch. 

Most complied, although 
survivors described some 
people being shot, injected 
with poison or forced to 
drink the deadly beverage 
when they tried to resist.

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Tribunal convicts two leaders zMa Pp ‘Virtually no 
of Cambodia's Khmer Rouge drug available for Africans

They were leaders of Cambo¬ 
dia’s infamous Khmer Rouge, 
the fanatical communist move¬ 
ment behind a 1970s reign of 
terror that transformed this en¬ 
tire Southeast Asian nation into 
a ruthless slave state — a place 
where cities were emptied of 
their inhabitants, religion and 
schools were banned, and any¬ 
one deemed a threat was exe¬ 
cuted. 

When the nightmare ended 
in 1979, close to two million 
people were dead — a quarter 
of Cambodia’s population at 
the time. 

On Thursday, a UN-backed 
tribunal convicted two of 
the once all-powerful men of 
crimes against humanity in 


the first and possibly the last 
verdicts to be issued against the 
group’s aging, top members. 

Although survivors wel¬ 
comed the decision to impose 
life sentences against Khieu 
Samphan, an 83-year-old for¬ 
mer head of state, and Nuon 
Chea, the movement’s 88-year- 
old chief ideologue, they also 
say justice has come far too late 
and is simply not adequate. 

“Nothing can compare to 
the immense suffering they 
imposed, no sentence can be 
enough,” said Youlc Chhang, 
who heads the Documentation 
Center of Cambodia, which 
has collected more than a mil¬ 
lion documents related to the 
Khmer Rouge terror. 

There was no visible reac¬ 
tion from either of the accused 
when the decisions were an¬ 
nounced. Defence lawyers in¬ 
sisted the case was not over and 
vowed to appeal within 30 days. 

Summarizing the verdict, 
chief judge Nil Nonn said 
the defendants were part of 
“a joint criminal enterprise” 
that launched “a widespread 


and systematic attack against 
the civilian population” after 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas seized 
Phnom Penh on April 17,1975. 

The case, which lasted about 
two years, focused on just one 


of many mass killing sites and 
the forced exodus of millions of 
people from Cambodia’s cities 
and towns, where even hospi¬ 
tals were emptied of patients.

Africans seeking a drug to help 
contain the Ebola virus will 
have to wait months before 
an experimental treatment 
used on two infected Amer¬ 
icans is produced even in small 
amounts, officials said. 

And there are no guarantees 
that the medication known as 
ZMapp would help curb the 
spread of the dreaded disease, 
which starts with a fever and 
body aches and sometimes pro¬ 
gresses to serious bleeding. Sup¬ 
plies of the drug are limited. It 
has never been tested for safety 
or effectiveness in humans. 

The health minister of Ni¬ 
geria, one of the four countries 
where Ebola has broken out, 
told a news conference in his 
country that he had asked the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention about access to 
the drug. A CDC spokesman 
said Wednesday “there are vir¬ 
tually no doses available.” 

The lack of wider availabil¬ 
ity “shows simply that white 
patients and black patients do 
not have the same value in the 
eyes of world medicine,” said

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NATO pledges support for Kyiv

Likely, B.C. Not the 

taxpayers, according 
to federal Industry

Taxpayers shouldn’t be on the 
hook for cleaning up a massive 
spill from a mine tailings pond 
in British Columbia, the feder¬ 
al industry minister said Thurs¬ 
day as residents in a remote re¬ 


source community awaited the 
results of water quality testing. 

A dam holding back the 
tailings pond at Imperial Met¬ 
als’ Mount Polley Mine in 
central B.C. burst open on 
Monday, releasing 10 million 
cubic metres of water and 4.5 
million cubic metres of poten¬ 
tially toxic silt into adjacent 
lakes, rivers and creeks. 

Government officials have 
acknowledged they still don’t 
know what exactly leaked out, 


though tests on the water ex¬ 
pected Thursday may provide 
at least some answers about 
the possible impact of the spill. 

Federal environment and 
fisheries officials have so far 
deferred comment to the prov¬ 
incial government, which is 
leading the investigation and 
response, though Industry Min¬ 
ister James Moore became the 
first federal cabinet minister to 
weigh into the disaster during 
an unrelated event in Montreal. 


“Those who are responsible 
for this should pay for this,” 
said Moore. “This should not 
be the responsibility of taxpay¬ 
ers.” 

The provincial Environ¬ 
ment Ministry has ordered 
Imperial Metals Corp. to im¬ 
mediately take action to pre¬ 
vent additional water and silt 
from leaking out of the tailings 
pond, account for what was in 
the tailings and provide a plan 
to clean it up. the Canadian press

Weather officials changed 
their outlook on the system 
Wednesday after seeing it 
get a little stronger, giving it 


enough oomph to stay a hur¬ 
ricane as it reaches landfall. 

Cantin said that means 
stronger winds of up to 
110 km/h, though rainfall 
estimates of up to 20 centi¬ 
metres in a short time frame 
remained unchanged. 


“Not a major hurricane, 
but definitely enough to 
blow things around,” he said. 

Cantin said the Big Is¬ 
land’s size and terrain would 
help break up the hurricane, 
weakening it into a tropical 
storm as it passes Maui and 


Oahu late Thursday and early 
Friday. 

“The volcanoes on the Big 
Island will do a number on 
the system,” he said. 

Iselle loomed about 645 
kilometres east of Hilo early 
Thursday, with sustained 


winds of 135 km/h and trav¬ 
elling about 30 km/h. 

Hurricane Julio, mean¬ 
while, swirled closely behind 
with maximum winds whip¬ 
ping at 160 km/h. 

The two hurricanes have 
disrupted tourism, prompted 


Hurricanes rare in paradise 


Hawaii has been directly 
hit by hurricanes only three 
times since 1950, though the 
region has had 147 tropical 
cyclones over that time.

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Surrogacy 
targeted in 
drafted Thai 
legislation

Commercial surrogate 
pregnancy. Thailand 
moves to ban practice 
after Down child was 
allegedly abandoned 


Thailand pushed to ban com¬ 
mercial surrogacy Thursday as 
a case involving nine surrogate 
babies allegedly with the same 
Japanese father emerged only 
days after a furor over the al¬ 
leged abandonment of a sur¬ 
rogate-bom baby with Down 
syndrome. 

The discovery of the nine 
babies being cared for by nan¬ 
nies in a Bangkok condomin¬ 
ium followed accusations by a 


Thai surrogate that an Austral¬ 
ian couple had left the boy with 
Down syndrome to be raised 
by her, while talcing home his 
healthy twin sister. The scandal 
has focused global attention on 
the largely unregulated indus¬ 
try in Thailand, which author¬ 
ities say became a go-to destina¬ 
tion for commercial surrogacy 
after well-off countries tight¬ 
ened their own laws. 

Officials said Thursday that 
the draft of a law banning sur¬ 
rogacy was submitted to the 
junta’s head of legal and justice 
affairs and will be forwarded to 
the interim legislature for con¬ 
sideration next week. 

“Now is good timing, as 
the steps (toward passing the 
law) have been completed,” 
said Rarinthip Sirorat of the 


Social Development and Hu¬ 
man Security Ministry. “The 
purpose of this law is to give 
maximum benefits to the sur¬ 
rogate babies.” 

According to the draft, the 
new law would prohibit com¬ 
mercial surrogacy and those 
violating the law will face up 
to 10 years in prison and a 
fine of up to $6,200 US. Agen¬ 


cies, advertisers or recmiters 
of surrogate mothers will face 
up to five years in jail and a 
fine of up to $3,100 US. 

Thailand has 42 clinics 
and medical institutes and 
240 doctors licensed to use 
assisted reproductive tech¬ 
nology to artificially achieve 
pregnancy.

A jury convicted a U.S. man 
of second-degree murder and 
manslaughter on Thursday 
after he shot a drunk, un¬ 
armed black woman in the 
face on his porch last year 
after she pounded on his 
door. It rejected his claim that 
he was afraid for his life and 
had acted in self-defence. 

Theodore Wafer shot Reni- 
sha McBride through a screen 
door on Nov. 2, hours after 
she crashed into a parked car 
near his house. No one knows 
why she ended up at the 
home, although prosecutors 
speculated that the 19-year- 
old may have been seeking 
help. 

“She just wanted to go 
home,” prosecutor Patrick 
Muscat said during closing 
arguments, holding the shot¬ 
gun Wafer used to kill Mc¬ 
Bride. “She ended up in the 
morgue with bullets in her 
head and in her brain because 
the defendant picked up this 
shotgun, released this safety, 
raised it at her, pulled the 
trigger and blew her face off.” 


Wafer, 55, who had been 
free on bond, was also con¬ 
victed on a gun-related charge 
and was ordered to jail to 
await his sentence. He could 
face up to life in prison with 
the possibility of parole, but 
it is likely his sentence will be 
much shorter. 

Other recent cases have 
raised questions about self- 
defence, especially the 2012 
killing of Trayvon Martin, an 
unarmed black teen in Florida 
by a neighbourhood watch 
volunteer. George Zimmer¬ 
man was acquitted last year 
after arguing self-defence. 

Beginning with Florida in 
2005, at least 22 states have 
expanded the self-defence 
principle known as the 
“castle doctrine,” the premise 
that a person has the right 
to defend his or her home 
against attack. 

The laws make it easier 
for a person to shoot some¬ 
one and avoid prosecution by 
saying they felt an imminent 
danger.

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Red-meat lovers 
ticked off about 
odd food allergy 


That bites. Sugar 
transmitted by 
tick bites triggers 
meat-based allergic 
reactions in people 


Doctors across the United 
States are seeing a surge of 
sudden meat allergies in 
people bitten by a certain 
kind of tick. 

This bizarre problem was 
only discovered a few years 
ago but is growing as the ticks 
spread from the southwest 
and the east to more parts of 
the United States. The culprit 
is the Lone Star tick, named 
for Texas, a state famous for 
meaty barbecues. 



The bugs harbour a sugar 
humans don’t have called 
alpha-gal. The sugar is also 
found in red meat and even 


some daily products. 

A tick bite triggers an 
immune-system response. In 
that high-alert state, the body 
perceives the sugar the tick 
transmitted as a foreign sub¬ 
stance and makes antibodies 
to it, setting the stage for 
an allergic reaction the next 
time the sugar is consumed. 

Dr. Erin McGintee, an al¬ 
lergy specialist on eastern 
Long Island — an area with 
many ticks — has seen nearly 
200 cases over the last three 
years. 

At least 30 involved chil¬ 
dren, and the youngest was 
aged four or five. 

“It is bizarre,” she said. “It 
goes against almost anything 
I’ve ever learned as an aller¬ 
gist.”

Tom Green’s first sips of beer 
came courtesy of his dad, Ri¬ 
chard — sort of. 

“When you first start drink¬ 
ing,” the Canadian comedian 
recalls in a phone interview 
with Metro, “you sneak what¬ 
ever your dad has in the fridge.” 

Growing up in the nation’s 
capital meant sneaking the na¬ 
tion’s top brands, namely Mol- 
son’s Export and Canadian, and 
Labatt’s 50 and Blue. 

When he started buying 
his own beer, the funny man 
considered himself a bit of a 
connoisseur. “I always went to¬ 
wards the craft — Rickard’s Red 
and Alexander Keith’s, good 
Canadian beers,” says Green, 
who now lives full-time in LA. 

Back in the 1980s and ’90s, 
choice was limited. New micro¬ 
breweries started, then went 
flat fast. These days, the options 
are seemingly endless. There are 
saisons for patio season, pump¬ 
kin ales come fall, stouts for the 
holiday season and maple syrup 
concoctions in the spring. 

We are currently in a “gold¬ 
en age” of craft beer, says Joel 
Manning, the brewmaster at 
Mill Street Breweiy in Toronto, 
who has been working in the 
business since 1986. 

Over the past four years, 
he says, an average of one new 
microbreweiy pops up in On¬ 
tario each month. It’s a similar 
stoiy across the countiy, from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 

Hopped up on going local 

Green teamed up with 
Beau’s All Natural Brewing Co. 
in Vankleelc Hill, Ont., a one- 
light town about an hour east 
of Ottawa, to make and sell The 
Tom Green Beer. 

The beer bottles, bearing 
a beautiful illustration of the 
comedy legend with one eye¬ 
brow cocked, seem like an elab¬ 
orate prank. But it’s actually a 
serious award-winning milk 
stout, inspired by the milk gags 
Green used to pull on his Rog¬ 
ers cable access show before he 
hit the big time. 

It’s this attention to detail 
of what’s on, as well as in, the 
bottles that has led the father- 
son team of Tim and Steve 
Beauchense to big-time success. 



Breaking into the beer biz 


Starting a microbrewery takes 
skill, and perhaps a bit of liquid 
courage. Granville Island Brew¬ 
ing Co. (GIB) in Vancouver has 
managed to stay in the beer 
biz for 30 years and counting. 
Here’s some key ingredients for 
brewing up success. 


• The lightbulb moment: In 

the early '80s, Mitch Taylor 
and Bill Harvey were inspired 
by the beer culture in 
Germany and Belgium and 
decided to try to bring it to 
British Columbia. 


• Have laser 
focus:

bottom fermented lager 
beers aged for several weeks 
in cold pressurized tanks, 
sold in draft in bars. They 
also made GIB available in 
bottles in local restaurants 
and stores. 


• Build a cult following: In 

1984 GIB was born, focusing 
on a German lager beer to 
gain a loyal local fan base. 


• Stay true to your roots: 

While GIB is now owned by 
Molson Coors Brewing Co. it 
remains small and in B.C. 


Beau’s (a shortening of their 
surname) launched on Canada 
Day in 2006 and is now served 
in about 1,200 restaurants and 
sold in roughly 400 Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board of Ontario (LCBO) 
stores. 

“This is part of the local 
food movement,” says Steve, 
explaining the phenomenal 
growth of his certified organic 
breweiy. “People want to have 
authentic food and beer.” 

Drinking beer has always 


seemed as authentically Can¬ 
adian as ice hockey and maple 
syrup. But cracking open a few 
cold ones actually peaked in 
the Great White North in 1975 
at 106.50 litres of beer per cap¬ 
ita. By 2010, consumption had 
dropped to 73.86 litres per cap¬ 
ita, with many opting for wine 
instead, according to Statistics 
Canada. 

But beer is still the No. 1 al¬ 
coholic beverage for Canucks, 
with many now choosing a 


microbrew. Sales of craft beer 
have increased by 1,800 per 
cent to approximately $50 mil¬ 
lion over the past 10 years, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesperson with 
the LCBO. In B.C., sales from 
breweries producing less than 
15,000 hectolitres have more 
than doubled since 2009 to 
$67.9 milfion, reveals a spokes¬ 
person with B.C.’s liquor distri¬ 
bution branch. 

It used to be men, like 
Green’s dad, would buy “yel¬ 


low, fizzy beer” by the case, 
for life, from the dominant 
Canadian brands. “Most people 
now have 10 to 12 beers on ro¬ 
tation,” says Manning. 

The big guys react (or not) 

Molson has woken up to 
this sobering reality. 

The iconic brand, started by 
John Molson in 1786 in Mont¬ 
real, has heavily relied on na¬ 
tionalism to build loyalty. The 
average clean-cut Joe reciting 
the ‘I am Canadian’ rant in a 
plaid shirt in the early 2000s 
was the Platonic ideal of the 
Molson customer. Then, Can¬ 
ada’s breweiy merged with 
American behemoth Coors to 
form Molson Coors Brewing 
Co. in 2005. 

While Canadian guys in 
2014 are still partial to plaid, 
the young ones also tend to 
have a craft beer from a local 
breweiy in their hands. This 
shift led Molson Coors to set 
up a craft beer division in 2011, 
after acquiring two top micro¬ 
brewers — Ontario’s Creemore 
Springs and B.C.’s Granville Is¬ 
land Brewing Co. Molson Coors 
had about 39 per cent of the 
national market and had net 
sales of $4.21 billion US world-

wide in fiscal 2013, according 
to company reports. 

Meanwhile, Labatt Brew¬ 
eries of Canada is sticking with 
its tried-and-true formula — 
largely staying away from the 
move to stronger flavoured 
beers. The brewer, founded 
by John Labatt in 1847 in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., eventually merged 
with Belgium-based brand 
Anheuser-Busch InBev in 2008. 
Canada’s No. 1 brand is a hair 
ahead of Molson with about 40 
per cent of the market, accord¬ 
ing to a company report. 

It’s a never-ending party? 

Men and women of all ages 
are seeking out the next big 
thing. Beer has shed its stereo¬ 
typical hoser image, immortal¬ 
ized by Bob and Doug McKenzie 
on 1980s comedy show SCTV. 

CanLit goddess Margaret 
Atwood has a gruit ale (herb 
and berry-infused) with Beau’s. 
Rock god Sam Roberts has a 
“session ale” with Toronto’s 
Spearhead Brewing Company. 
Hipsters with nothing more 
than a home brew kit and a 
dream are giving it a go. The 
money is flowing, but so is the 
hubris. 

The story of Mill Street start¬ 
ing as “three guys and a truck” 
in 2002 is intoxicating, but 
Manning warns some upstarts 
won’t make it. Small outfits can 
have issues with quality control 
and some lack a basic under¬ 
standing of the business side. 

The Beauchesnes have been 
able to steadily build their 
breweiy by mixing the father’s 
business background, with the 
son’s passion for the product. 
Having a national comedy treas¬ 
ure hock his eponymous beer 
on Jimmy Fallon’s TV show last 
year didn’t hurt, either. 

Beau’s is now available in 
New York state and there are 
plans to expand into Quebec. 

Success is giving microbrew¬ 
ers a nice buzz, but is the trend 
close to tapped out? 

“The popularity of craft beer 
is still growing,” asserts Green. 
“People like original things.”

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Families 
welcome 
at bedside 
for crises 


Break from tradition. 

Experts claim benefits 
to not shooing family 
away during patient 
resuscitation efforts 


When a code blue is an¬ 
nounced in hospital and a 
resuscitation team rushes to 
a patient’s side, tradition has 
dictated that family members 
get out of the way. 

But that notion is slowly 
being replaced by a new mod¬ 
el in which family members 
are given the option — some¬ 
times even encouragement — 
to remain near the bedside. 

Among centres embracing 
the idea is Calgaiy’s recently 
opened acute-care hospital, 
South Health Campus, where 
staff make sure family mem¬ 
bers know they are welcome 
to be present if they wish. 

Joanne Ganton, manager 
of the Patient and Family 
Centred Care program at 
South Health Campus, said 
the idea raised a number of 
objections, including that it 
would be too traumatic for 
families, there would not be 
enough room to work and 
there was a danger of a per¬ 
son fainting, thereby creating 


another patient. 

However, research and 
experience show those fears 
haven’t been borne out, said 
Ganton. 

Quite the opposite, agreed 
Stephen Samis, vice-president 
of programs at the Canadian 
Foundation for Health Care 
Improvement. 

“They’re less traumatized 
than if they’ve been waiting 
out in the corridors and hav¬ 
ing somebody come out and 
tell them, ‘Well, here’s what 
happened,”’ Samis said. 

He added that research 
suggests patient outcomes 
are better, care is improved 
and there are fewer errors. 

While staff may experi¬ 
ence some performance anx¬ 
iety, Ganton said loved ones 
are typically focused on the 
patient. 

“They just want to be 
close, because your biggest 
fear is, ‘I don’t want him to 
die alone. I don’t want him to 
die with strangers,”’ she said. 

And if a patient doesn’t 
survive, she said family mem¬ 
bers often feel that if “he 
could have just heard my 
voice, felt my touch, I know 
that he would have known I 
was there for him and maybe 
he would have held on.”

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Argentina seeks 
to sue America 
at world court 



International Court 
of Justice. Country 
wants to sue the U.S. 
for rulings that forced 
it into default 


Argentina is seeking to sue 
the United States at the world 
court over U.S. court rulings 
that last week forced the 
Latin American country into 
a default. 

The International Court 
of Justice, commonly known 
as the world court, said in a 
statement Thursday it has 
received a request from 
Argentina to take on the 
case. There is a major hurdle, 
though: The U.S. must agree 
to grant the international 
court jurisdiction if the suit 


is to proceed. 

In a statement, the Hague, 
Netherlands-based court 
said Argentina’s filing as¬ 
serted that U.S. court rulings 
amount to “violations of 
Argentine sovereignty.” 

The dispute stems from a 


U.S. court’s order for Argen¬ 
tina to pay in full a group of 
bondholders led by a New 
York hedge fund who refused 
to accept lower payments for 
restructured bonds following 
the country’s default in 2001.

Google uses its clout to 
push use of encryption 


Google is wielding the power 
of its dominant Internet 
search engine to push more 
websites into protecting the 
people using their services. 

The move, announced late 
Wednesday, involves a change 
in Google’s closely guarded 
formula for determining the 
rankings of its search results. 

Websites that automatic¬ 
ally encrypt their services 
will now be boosted higher 
in Google Inc.’s recommenda¬ 
tion system. For now, encryp¬ 
tion will remain a small factor 
in Google’s ranking formula, 
but the Mountain View, Cal¬ 
ifornia-based company says 
it may put greater emphasis 
on the security measure in 


the future. It wants to make 
it tougher for government 
spies and computer hackers 
to grab the personal data of 
unwitting Web surfers. 

Users can tell if a website 
is encrypted if its address be¬ 
gins with “https.” 

Google beefed up security 
of its search engine and popu¬ 
lar Gmail service after former 
National Security Agency 
contractor Edward Snowden 
revealed that the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has been vacuuming 
up personal data. The sur¬ 
veillance programs exploited 
gaping holes in unencrypted 
websites. 

When websites are en¬ 
crypted, it’s more difficult for 


interlopers to sweep up data 
transmitted over unsecured 
Wi-Fi networks in homes or 
widely trafficked areas such 
as airports or stores. 

Online security is a hot- 
button topic amid the Snow¬ 
den revelations and a series 
of high-profile hacking at¬ 
tacks that filched credit card 
numbers, passwords and 
other personal information. 
In the most recent scare, on¬ 
line security firm Hold Secur¬ 
ity this week revealed that it 
had discovered a gang of Rus¬ 
sian hackers have stockpiled 
more than 1.2 billion pass¬ 
words stolen from more than 
400,000 websites.

Richard: Mark, the last time 
director Lasse Hallstrom 
went all Food Network on 
us, the result was the 2000 
bonbon Chocolat, a comic 
story with a bittersweet 
edge. He’s revisiting similar 
ground here, mixing gastro- 
porn, good old-fashioned 
romance and cross-cultural 
farce. 

Despite its predictability, 
The Hundred-Foot Journey’s 
collection of characters keeps 


things lively and amusing 
and the food looks so good 
you’ll wish the movie was in 
Smell-O-Vision. 

I thought it was an enjoy¬ 
able film about passion; the 
passion for food, passion for 
culture but most of all, pas¬ 
sion for life. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Richard, I wouldn’t 
use the word passion to de¬ 
scribe this movie. It was full 
of warmth, and it glowed 
from the sun-dappled shots 
of the French countryside 
to the sun-dappled shots 
of the delicious food to 
the sun-dappled shots of 
Helen Mirren’s profile con¬ 
templating Septuagenarian 
sex. 

But passion? If this mov¬ 


ie about food were a food, 
it would be a nice custard, 
served at room temperature. 

RC: Perhaps there wasn’t 
passion of the Gordon Ram¬ 
say style, but I thought the 
characters, particularly the 
young leads, brought en¬ 
thusiasm not only to their 
romance but to their rivalry 
as well. 

As Marguerite, Charlotte 
Le Bon moves beyond simply 
playing the romantic counter¬ 
part and puts herself and her 
dream of being a chef first. I 
liked that she was spunkier 
than you often see in a movie 
like this. Ditto Mirren. 

As Madame comes to re¬ 
spect and then like her new 
neighbours, her ice queen 
demeanour slowly melts, 


allowing the actress to 
subtly reveal layers of char¬ 
acter. 

MB: None of them im¬ 
pressed me Richard, not 
even Mirren. 

The one actor that did 
blow me away was the great 
Indian actor Om Puri, whose 
name even sounds like a fine 
dish, served with a side of 
raita. 

I didn’t find much that 
surprised me in the script 
either, although I wasn’t ex¬ 
pecting the young Indian 
chef to cross the road and 
work at Mirren’s classical 
French restaurant. 

Whether or not you see 
him as a contemptible sell¬ 
out or not probably depends 
on your attitude towards

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Reilly doubts it. High- 
scoring Edmonton take 
on Alouettes’ riddled 
defence 


The Montreal Alouettes could 
be pushed past their break¬ 
ing point if they end up on 
the wrong side of another 
lopsided loss. 

Montreal lost to B.C. on 
July 19 and the Toronto Argo¬ 
nauts last week by a com¬ 
bined score of 72-10 — their 
lowest two-game point tally 
in almost three decades — 
and will have a hard time 
against the high-scoring Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos on Friday. 

“There’s always a break¬ 
ing point,” said head coach 
Tom Higgins, whose Alou¬ 
ettes have lost three games in 
a row and have not scored a 
touchdown in their last two. 

Higgins said it wasn’t 
time to sit quarterback Troy 
Smith, who’s started all five 
games this season for Mont¬ 
real (1-4), but the Alouettes 
coach wants his QB to start 
coming out of the gate firing. 

That hasn’t happened 
much this season. Montreal 
has trailed at the half four 
times this year, has scored a 
league-low six touchdowns, 
and Smith has the worst 
pass rating amongst starting 
quarterbacks. 

But Eskimos quarterback 
Mike Reilly, who has yet to 
beat Montreal in two career 
starts, doesn’t think he’ll 
pick apart the Als’ defence 
when Edmonton (4-1) rolls 
into town on Friday. 

“I don’t look at how many

“The way their season has 
gone so far, you know they’re 
that much hungrier for a 
win....
